New Line to India Reported. 


Paris:—If there ia anything in 
& tumor cow circulating. in 
-Eurapean shipoing circles, recent 
teparts from Washiogtan to tha 
effect that the Shipping Board 
may be dissolved ov account of 
the failure of the Subsidy Bill can 
te discounted. 

For the rnmor runs that greater 
plans than Chairman Lasker bas 
given publicity, even ia his most 
optimistic hours, now are being 
siudied. for the greater glory and 
aggrandizement of the American 
merchant marice. The highlight 
in the rumor is that instesd of 
scrapping shipa and cutting down 
or abandoning service on present 
trade routes, the United 
States Shipping Boar? may 

‘ipaugueate a gigantic new 
service in competition with the 
Peninsular and Oriental line be- 
tween Europe and India. 

Local officials of the United 
States Lines profess complete 
ignorance of any such ides, even 
lees of such a project, but the 
argument that accompanies the 
Tumor—the same rumor comes 
from both Antwerp and Paris— 
is so strong as to seem at least 
tenable. 

In effect, the argument is that 
since the war, on account of the 
absence of German passenger 
ships plying between ports on 
both sides of Suez, the Penin- 
sular ard Oriental finds itself 
completely without competition 
forthe entire distance from Lan- 
don to Bombay, except a few 
small ships firing the .French 
flag. Tt is figured that if the 
United States decides to enter 
the Indiantrade it has sofficient 
ships now idle or not carrying 
full capacity which sre more 
modern and even bigger than the 
best P. & O. Liners, . 

The greatest solace the British 
passenger lines have to-day, re- 
gardless of router, ia the fact that 
American ships are dry. Their 
grestest bugaboo is the possibility 
that American ships some day 
may become wet. Aside from pro- 
hibition, American ships already 
are extremely popular for their 
excellent cuisine, smart service 
and the fine sailorly fashion ir 
which they are handled and, 
above all, for.the large number of 
high-grade ane-cabin boats—the 
President ships—that permit 
travellingas fairly reasonablefare. 

It is pointed ‘out that without 
competition the voyagers trom 
Europe to the Orient are bound to 
bave poorer service than in pre- 
war days, when crack German’ 
ships were giving everybody # 
1un for bid money on the entire 
seven seas, 

Tt is not figured there 
would be the slightest difficulty 
in arranging docking facilities 
for American ships at any 
Indian port, and tha predic- 
tion is that the United, States 
lines might speedily become the 
popularroute tothe Orient. Such 
a servica, too, would happily link 
up the Pacific with the Atlantic 
service by 
American ships already bein 
extremely popular. ‘

“PATIENCE OF SCIENCE. 


Watching for Earthquakes. 


An oarthquake, like tha wind}. 


has seomed to go unchallenged 
wheresoevar it listed. - Whence it 
oame and whither it went have 
alike been unknown, comments a 
writerin a Yomepaper. But the 
scientist has now taken up the 
challenge offered by these mys- 
teries, and by careful, patient 
detective work has made these 
cataclyams amenab!e to prophecy. 

The. first clua was the recogni- 
tion that the skin of the earth on 
which we live is in a constant 
state of flux. .Tha poles describe 
a tiny circle: of 60-foot diameter, 
and this slight ecceatricity, like a 
wheel on faulty bearings, has eet 
up a tidal movement of the 
solid crust northwards towards 
the Pole. This slow, persistent 
creep affects vale aad hill, moun- 
tain and valley, and descends to 
enormous depths. As s conse- 
quenee, corresponding strains are 
areset up. These strains have 
‘baen measured and itis found that 
they affect every layet in “the 
crust. 

“ As the “creep” continues the 
strain increases; thereis a rend. 
ing of the crust, and thousands of 
square miles of surface sway back 
with one mighty heave.. There-: 
fore, to us Professor Lawson's 
awn words. “If we find the rate 
of ‘creep’ and the length of time 
of ‘creep’ necessary to produce 
the limit of tension in the earth's 
crust, we shall know when and 
where there is to be the next 
earthquake merely by watching 
closely the increase in tension.” 

‘ A TIRESOME BUSINESS, 

But this watching is a tiresame 
business: the amount to be measur- 
ed is so small. A mountain on the 
shores of the Golden Gate, on 
which San Francisco stands, 
moved 10 feet in 52 years; the 
Tarallon ,Lighthouse crept 80 
inches in.46 years and such in- 
finitesimal” amounts can be 
measured oaly with the most 
accurate astronomical investiga- 
tions. > : 
For this purpose concrete piers 
from 12 to 18 inches square are 
based upon thé solid rock. Sunk 
in the upper surface of each fa a 
bronze plate upon which can be 
accurately mounted s 10 inch 
telescope, with which instrument 
the tedious necessary observa- 
tions can be made. . 

Already some ex'raordinary 
results have been noted, The 
slow creep of 20 years, with 
every particle of rock strung 
bow-tight is sighted in a 
momect of time. Fifteen thous- 
and square miles of surface, 65 
miles deep, swayed back froma 
foot to 12 feat in the Sen 
Francisco earthquake of . 1906, 
and when the’ soap came the 
earth waves moved at the rate of 
a mile and a quarter to two miles 
a second, much too fast for the 
aye to record. These swift-moving 
waves set up secondary distur- 


bances of 8 much slower nature.| " 


But this information, interes- 
ing and intriguing ag it is, is of 
secondary importance seismic 
prophecy. With the multipica- 
stations, eartbquake 
warnings will be ag usual as 
storm warnings, giving to the 
inhabitants of the doomed district 
time to move their proparty aad 
save their livas, ..

SEA STORMS. 

Force of Giant Waves. 
The violent gales now being 
experienced round oor coasts 
Dave led to. the telling of many 
tall stories as to the height of 
waves encountered by ships at 
sea, writes “Marinar™ in a recent 
mail paper, ° 

To say that in a storm waves 
become as high as mountsine is 
not true, although on occasions 
they do assume large and alarm. 
ing proportions. . . 

Wavas 100 feet high hava been 
Teported by the captains of At. 
lantic liners, and ships have evan 
had their “crow's nests” store in, 
butin a.severe storm the height of 
the waves is usually from 20 to 
30 feet. In astorm of exceptional 
violence they may vary from 350 
to 45 feet in height. . 

At the Alderney breakwater 
the sea has sometimes been 
thrown upwards of 200 feet, while 
at Peterhead waves 30 feet high 
have struck the breakwater with 
such force as to be thrown to 
a height of 120 feet. 

Yet although waves may not 
reach such heights as is generally 
supposed, the power.they exert is 
sufficiently remarkable. 

The force of a great wave 
breaking against « sea wall is so 
tremendous as to tax its strength 
to the fullestextent. French en- 
Rineers state that at Cherbourg 
the force of: the waves on the 
breakwater has sometimes been 
ai much as 31/2 tons to the 
square foot. | . 

At the Bell Rock Lighthouse 
blocks of concrete weighing 40 
tons have been displaced at lavels 
of from 17 to 30 feet below low 
water. At Wick two stones 
Weighing eight and ten tons each 
were thrown over tha parapet of 
the breakwater, the top of which 
is 21 feet above high water. 

At Bishop Rock Lightho ise, 
which is exposed to the fall blast 
of the Atisntic gales, an iron 
column weighing over three tons 
was thrown up 20 feet and landed 
on the top of a rock.. At the barb- 
our works of Bilbao, in Spain, a 
solid block of breakwater weigh- 
ing 1,700 tons was overturned and 
dropped into the water. 

Acother example of the force 
of waves is that of e block of 
concrete weighing 20 tons, 
which bad been placed: outside 
the harbour walls of Ymuiden, 
and was liftad by a wave to s 
height of 12 feet and lended on 
the top of tbe pier, which itself 
was five feet above high water. 

The largest waves are usually 
encountered in the neighbour- 
hood of a low-lying coast line.

The danger area’ is flooded with 
natural germ-killer, and, if all

The substance in tears which |, 


has this remarkable effect ‘has 
been christened “ Lysozyme,” 
because it. “lyses,” or dissaqlves, 
germs, Itis very potent. 

Thus, a large mass of germs in 
a tube were “treated” with tears 
diluted 9,000 times with plain 


water, The whole of the germs: 


were destroyed, Even when the 
tears were diluted 243,000 times 
there was stil! a marked effect. 
The action, too, is very rapid, 
accupying in some instances not 
more than ten seconds. In this 
space of time a single tear-drop 
was found to destroy a large mass 
of germs in which it had fallen. 
Tears preserved in alcohol keep 
their activity; but tears which 
bave been boiled lose it. 
ANIMALS ARE DIFFERENT. 
Some other tissue fluids, such 
ds saliva, contain this strange 
substance; but curiously enovgh 
it is not found in anyting like the 


same sstrength in. the tears of 


animals. Rabbit or guinea pig 
tears have no effect. 

Unfortunately all germs are 
not affected by tears in the same 
way. There are “hardy sinners” 
which can resist the poison and 
so flourish in spite of Nature's 
efforts to destroy them. , 

Indeed, it may well be, in view 
of this discovery, that only thosa 
germs which can withstand the 
lysozyme of tears and other body 
fluids, are harmful to man. 

In other words, if we bad no 
tears, if cur eyes and mouths 
were dry, we must soon perish 
from a host of enemies which, at 
present, have no, power to hurt

‘From this and other racant 
work a remarkable ‘conclusion 
begins toemerge What we are 
‘apt to think of as the signs and 
symptoms disease would seem to 
be, really, the signs‘and symptoms 
of Nature's bustle to get rid of 
disease. : 

An active housewife with a 
duster in her hand is not so much 
a sign of unclean rooms as of the 
determination to keep them from 
becoming unclean, : 

The moral is, therefore, that we 
should not intertere with what is 
being carried out on our behalf, 
A “cold” may. be annoying;

THE PROBLEM OF 
REPARATIONS: 


It has been evident for some 
time that a settlement of the 
question of Teparatians from 
Germany would have to be’ re- 
attempted. To begin with, there 
is the fsct that the Germans fully 
realise now that any opposition 
oa their part is not going: to 
succeed, and the occupation 
authorities also must be anzious 
that any suggestion, from the 
other side, of gividg way, should 
not be allowed to slip by. Ger- 
many not long ago practically 
stated that she was in a chasten- 
ed mood, ready to consider a 
settlement, .Now we have news 
of a scheme which France is 
submitting to Belgium, based on 
bond payments; and it is to be 
hopéd thata satisfactory arrange- 
ment will eventually be arrived 
at. ° 


There is an important point io 
connection with reparations—the 
question as to whether or not 
Germany has been able to.pay in 
full long before this. Many have 
expressed doubts on this score. 
Unfortunately the facts, owing to 
deliberate misrepresentation and 
purposely arranged confusion, 
have been hard to get at.. The 
whole of Germany for long pre- 
sented a number of contradictory 
feédtures that might well have 
been the despair of the Allied 
investigators. Anyone witb the 
least idea -of “figaring things 
out,” however, could see that 
there was something very wrong 
somewhere, and. that. whatever 
was wrong was due to-carefully- 
planned ‘arrangements on the 
part of. the country’s controllers, 
Whenever the. Allies found 
clear water, so to, spéak, the 
German ‘Government: hastened 
to stir up the, mud at the 
bottom in order to cloud their

There does appear to us to be a 
lamentable lack of system when 
the first intimation which the 
Hongkong Post Office receives of 


it from the shipping Company con- 


boat's arrival. Tae letters which 
the Blue Funnel s.s.. Autormedon 
bas just brought us had been 
aboard that boat since she left 
Suez, but it was only yesterday 
morning that it became known 
that. the mail was. coming in. 
What-we cannot understand -is 
why there is not a permanent 
arrangement between the Hong.) 
kong and Singapore postal 
authorities whereby the latter 
advise the former immediately a 
steamer bas ‘left the Southern 
port with mail matter aboard 
for Hongkong. It cannot be a 
matter of cost, for that would be 
infinitesimal. It looks to us ag 
though the Singapore authorities 
aro extremely, slack in’ this 
question of notifying oncoming 
mails. Rapid despatch of mails 
is of the utmost importance to 
business men, but, what is 
equally so, is prompt notifica- 
tion of the dates on which 
letters are expected to arrive. 
Hongkong ought to have known 
nearly a week ago that this mail 
of March 20th. was on the way 
here, and it is quite conceivable 
that such knowledge would have 
influenced business men to have 
taken certain action, or refrain- 
ed from so doing, in transactions 
of considerable importance. We 
cannot altogether see that 
there is any call on shipping 
companies to intimate the im- 
pending arrivals; it seems to us 
that this matter of mail move- 
ments is essentialiy-one to come 
within the spbere of the postal 
authorities.. Be that as it may, 
some better arrangement than at 


the interests of the business of 
the port.
